Counsel responds to most recent proposal

WILMINGTON - “I look for- 
ard to putting the nail in 

at coffin for the town,” said 
Daniel Deutsch speaking to 
selectmen as legal counsel 
for the town against New 
England Transrail’s most 
recent proposal, which seeks 
to accept hazardous waste in 


a proposed truck-to-rail facil- 
ity on the Olin Superfund Site. 
Deutsch updated selectmen 
at Monday's meeting about 
Wilmington’s continuing 
efforts to oppose Transrail’s 
“vague” proposal to the 
Surface Transportation Board 
(STB), a federal agency. 

Transrail's initial proposal 


sought a truck-to-rail munici- 
pal solid waste transfer sta- 
tion on the Superfund site, 
routing thousands of tons of 
garbage through Wilmington 
on trucks for loading onto 
railcars. Transrail went so far 
as to seek an exemption to 
state and local permitting

Local man facing 
child porn charges 


Lived for many years in a house with a daycare center

WILMINGTON - A 46-year 
old Tewksbury man, formerly 
of Wilmington, is facing 
charges of two counts of pos- 
sessing child pornography 
and one count of distributing 
material involving a child in 
a sexual act. Up until 
January of 2010, Federico was 
living in a house on Dobson 
Street in Wilmington that also 
houses a children’s daycare 
center. 

According to State Police 
reports, Federico was 
observed on August 2, 2010 
sharing images of child 


Police Sgt. Matthew Murphy 
successfully connected direct- 
ly to the suspect’s computer, 
through the peer-to-peer pro- 
gram, and downloaded a 
video file depicting child 
pornography. 

State Police tracked the IP 
address and, through an 
administrative subpoena, 
investigators identified 
Charles Federico of 209 Salem 
Road in Tewksbury. 

A search warrant was 
issued from Lowell District 
Court on August 11, 2010, for a 
search of the residence at 209

R U texting while driving? 


Texting while driving is extremely unsafe, and is now expensive

WILMINGTON - As students 
of Wilmington High School 
‘exited the school at the end of 
the day last Friday, they were 
greeted by Safety Officer 
Brian Moon and several other 
Wilmington police officers. 
The officers were there hand- 
ing out information on the 
new state law regarding tex- 
ting while driving. The Safe 
Driving Law, as it is known, 
goes into effect on Thursday, 
September 30, 2010. Because a 
significant part of the new 
law is targeted at Junior 
Operators - those under the 
age of 18 - Officer Moon and 
his colleagues decided to take 
proactive steps in getting the 
word out to Wilmington’s 
young drivers. 

Drawing on information on 
the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles website, the

“numerous flaws” with building

WILMINGTON - At its 
meeting last week, the School 
Committee reviewed a report 
from the New England 
Association of Schools and 
Colleges (NEASC) relative to 
accreditation for the high 
school. The NEASC has yet to 
vote on the acceptance of the 
report, however, and the out- 
come of Wilmington’s re- 
accreditation is not yet decid- 
ed. 

The robust 61-page ‘Report 
of the Visiting Committee for 
Wilmington High School’ 
chronicles the community 
and the schools before focus- 
ing on the surveys, self-study, 
and observations of the 14 
evaluator visitation team. 

The team spent four days in 


the district in March 2010, 
during which time they 
reviewed the self-study docu- 
mentation prepared in 
advance, met with adminis 
trators, teachers, school and 
district staff, students and 
parents. Additionally, the 
team shadowed students, vis- 
ited classes, and interviewed 
28 teachers to determine the 
degree to which the school 
meets the NEASC's 
Standards for Accreditation. 
In a statement at the begin- 
ning of the report the team 
writes, “Wilmington High 
School can be characterized 
as a school that is well-sup- 
ported by its community, 
including parents, central 
administration, and the

WHO OWNS WHAT? 


No matter how close a couple 
may be - married or unmarried - 
when they buy a car or a house or 
any other major purchase, they 
should give careful consideration 
to whose name goes on the title. 
Note: titles still can be changed 
before either partner dies. 

The house: if a couple owns the 
house jointly, there may be extra 
capital gains taxes and estate 
taxes. Of course, the rules are dif- 
ferent in community property 
states. Adding an elderly parent 
as a co-owner of a shared house 
may make the property subject to 
sale to pay Medicaid costs. In any 
case, a mortgage should be in the 
name of the owner, Ditto, home- 
owners insurance.

school committee.” 

The narrative goes on to 
state that, “Students are the 
heart of Wilmington High 
School. They are well-con- 
nected to the school and 
community.” 

The Team assessed the dis- 
trict based on seven stan- 
dards: Mission ‘and 
Expectations for Student 
Learning, Curriculum, 
Instruction, Assessment of 
Student Learning, 
Leadership and 
Organization, School 
Resources for Learning, and 
Community Resources for 


No stone is left unturned in 
this report and most areas 
where the NEASC team doc- 
umented a flaw or problem 
the School Committee and 
District were already aware 
through the — Self-Study 


process. 

A particularly challenging 
area for the district, as cited 
in the report, is the condition 
of the high school building 
itself. 

“The school site and plant 
do not support all aspects of 
the educational program and 
the support services for stu- 
dent learning. Wilmington 
High School's building has 
numerous flaws such as roof 
leaks, ceiling tiles needing 
replacement, floor tiles 
missing, overall limited stor- 
age space, and electrical 
problems,” writes the 
NEASC team. 

The school houses original 


electrical wiring and inade- 
quate outlets in classrooms 
compromise the extent of 
technology in the classroom. 
According to the master plan 
the school needs a new boil- 
er, more classrooms, and 
additional gas outlets and 
sink stations in science labs. 
The nurses’ office is smaller 
than recommended by the 
Massachusetts School 
Building Authority and the 
school psychologists’ office, 
“is housed in a space that 
was once used as a book 
closet.” Guidance depart- 
ment records are being 
stored in an old bathroom, 
and many computer labs are 
not available to students, 
because there are not 
enough computers in enough 
locations. The report goes on 
to say that the “equipment is 
inadequate.” 

During the visit torrential 
rains showed numerous 
leaks in the building’s roof 
and the Team recommended 
that work be addressed on 
that roof along with an eval- 
uation of the HVAC system. 

“Although students have 
reported that they feel safe 
in the building, all the infra- 
structure issues are a dis- 
traction to the delivery and 
implementation of instruc- 
tion,” says the report. 

The High School is in com- 
pliance with all local, state, 
and federal laws and regula- 
tions. A report on the vote 
taken by NEASC will be 
forthcoming soon. The 
school remains accredited.

Isobel was put away. 

Help came in the everyday people 
that work the jobs in these institu- 
tions; from Duncan Hazel and espe- 
cially Joanne Trudelle at 
‘Tewksbury Hospital, to a volunteer 
in the immigration offices in 
Boston, to a social worker at MCI- 
Framingham, and many more. 

Sandra struck gold when she con- 
nected with the right woman with 
the Massachusetts Correctional 
Institute. who mailed her Isobel’s 
court records and a six-page, single 
spaced interview documenting 
Isobel’s life in her own words. 

Isobel was born in St. Michael's, 
Azores, in 1897, 
as one of ten 
children. She 
immigrated to 
Bristol, RI in 
May 1915 all 
alone - with ten 
dollars to her 
name - to join 
her already 
married sister. 
In Bristol she 
met and mar- 
ried in 1916 
another 
Portuguese 
immigrant, 
Manuel Mota, 
who was born in 
Funchal,

wife and daughter in Plymouth, 
MA and sailed back to Madeira 
where he died. Family lore indi- 
cates that he may have left to spare 
his family the “experience of his 
demise,” as Sandra Pineault writes. 
She was not able to find records of 
his death in Funchal. 

Isobel, widowed with one child, 
had to make her way in the world. 
But something went wrong. Sandra 
speculates in her account that 
“with her behavior becoming more 
and more disturbed, she was taken 
advantage of and her maternal and 
housekeeping skills began to dimin- 
ish. She was reported by a neighbor 
and the police arrested her for 
what amounts to disturbing the 
peace. She was 31 years old, beauti- 
ful, and alone.” 

In the late 1920's society did not 
look kindly on women who did not 
fall into the norms of what was con- 
sidered proper behavior, let alone 
an immigrant. 

Records indicate that Isobel suf- 
fered from some sort of psychiatric 
disorder, Sandra suggests severe 
depression and situational anxiety. 

“But, after reviewing the docu- 
ments, one wonders which came 
first: her illness or the incarcera- 
tion (the proverbial chicken or the 
egg). Certainly after the birth of 
the child at Tewksbury, Isobel’s

Connecting with Joanne Trudelle 
in 2005;"who counted among her 
responsibilities the cemeteries at 
the hospital, Sandra learned that 
the baby survived birth and was 
named Peter. According to records 
he had been kept at Isobel’s side for 
eight months before being placed in 
state care. He was never adopted 
‘Trudelle found five addresses for a 
Peter J. Mota, now 77 years old, 
across the country and gave them 
to Sandra who composed a letter to 
five strangers, one of whom might 
be her uncle. 

“I sent the letters on a Saturday,” 
Sandra told the Crier, “The next 
Tuesday, almost midnight, the 
phone rang and this man said, 
‘This is Peter Mota.’” 

Peter J, Mota of California had 
received the letter and checked his 
birth certificate and it all matched. 
Amazingly, Sandra had found her 
mother's brother. Both of Isobel’s 
children grew up away from their 
families in state care, neither know- 
ing of the other. Peter told Sandra 
he thought he was just thrown 
away. 

Peter told Sandra in that first 
‘ten minutes ago I didn’t hav 
family, now I do.’ 

Thus began a month of late night 
phone calls, forgetting 
about time zones, between 
Peter and Sandra, catching 
up on the lives of their fam- 
ilies and giving Peter his 
heritage. 

Peter had been well cared 
for when he left Tewksbury 
Hospital. He was with one 
foster family briefly in 
Woburn, then moved to the 
Benoit family when he was 
three years old. Regular 
monthly visits with social 
workers documented his 
first tooth, his growth, 
everything. 

When Peter was ll he 
attended the Henry Ford 
School for Boys in Sudbury 
and when he was 14 Mrs. 
Benoit petitioned to have 
him back at her home. 

“Mrs. Benoit loved him so 
much that she gave up her 
old age assistance to keep 
him,” Sandra told the Crier. 
“He was never told of his 
mother’s situation. He was 
never told he had a sister.” 

In 1960 he moved his wife 
and three children to 
California where he was a 
real estate agent. 


“By the time we found 
him he was a very success- 
ful realtor. Today, at 82, he 
still works full time,” said 
Sandra. 

Peter flew to Florida to 
meet Sandra and Norman, 
shortly after those first 
calls. 

“We went to the airport to 
pick him up and saw a pale

gentleman. He walked up to 
me and hugged me and just 
sobbed,” remembered 
Sandra. “I could see my 
mother and an aunt in his 
face. The family resemblance 
was undeniable.” 

For Memorial Day, 2006, 
Sandra and her two sisters, 
her brother, and their spouses 
agreed to join with Peter and 
his fiancé and finally visit 
Isobel’s grave in Tewksbury. 
Sandra’s brother-in-law, Leo 
Campaniro - married to 
Kathleen, wanted to do some- 
thing to contribute to the fam- 
ily and offered to carve a 
stone marker for Isobel's 
grave. His gift remains in this 
little wood in Tewksbury. Leo 
passed away in October of 
last year. 

The little group arrived in a 
long limousine and pulled up 
to this scraggly, holy place a 
stone’s throw from a baseball 
field on one side and a middle 
school on the other in the 
shadow of this gothic hospi- 
tal. The hospital chaplain 
offered a service celebrating 
the reunion of this family, a 
new stone was placed, flowers 
were laid, and tears were 
shed. 

“Isobel wanted to be found,” 
said Joanne Trudelle, Vice 
President of the Public 
Health Cemetery at 
Tewksbury Hospital, who 
hosted the family that day. 
“That’s usually how it hap- 
pens.” 

By finding Isobel, Sandra 
also found Isobel’s orphaned 
son and gave him a family 
and a heritage. As she wrote, 
“A circle has been closed...” 

“These wonderful people lis-

tened to me, helped me. I had 
to find out what happened to 
her. I never thought I would 
find Peter. I had no idea how. 
I just gave that up a long time 
ago,” Sandra told the Crier. 
“Joanne knew how; she 
cracked it open.” 

The family welcomed news 
that the Town of Tewksbury is 
assuming the care of ceme- 
tery through a land transfer 
and will be erecting a new 
wrought-iron style fence 
around the property. The 
fence is being funded through 
the Community Preservation 
Committee as part of its allo- 
cations for historic preserva- 
tion. Tewksbury Town 
Meeting allocated funds to 
purchase the fence in October 
2009 and May 2010. - 

“This news of the fence is 
real closure for us, wonderful 
closure,” said Sandra. “We 
think Isobel moves moun- 
tains. She brought this family 
together. I really think she 
was leading us to her son and 
pulling him back-in.” 

Isobel Mota is just one of 
more than one thousand 
patients buried in that No 
Name cemetery. Those burial 
grounds are the final resting 
place of a thousand more sto- 


ries. New families submit 
queries every year, looking 
for a lost family member. 
Sandra is copied on many of 
them, as her own story is 
posted online with the 
Tewksbury Hospital 
Cemetery Project. 

“It’s an amazing thing, so 
many people were in 
Tewksbury for tragic rea- 
sons,” observes Sandra. “I 
think it is wonderful that the 
attempt is being made to find 
out who they were. So many 
were caught up in poverty or 
illness that would otherwise 
be helped today.”

I’ve lived in Tewksbury the 
past nine years but I’ll always 
call myself a Wildcat. I 
attended Wilmington public 
schools and graduated from 
the high school some years 
ago.

But there’s one thing about 
this town that makes it that 
much more special than get- 
ting my sugar melted in my 
iced coffee on a daily basis: 
the people. And when push 
comes to shove, when people 
need a hand — through good 
times and bad times, through 
tragedies and celebrations — 
there are the great people of 
Wilmington, friends or 
strangers, with open arms 
willing to do whatever it takes 
to help someone who needs it. 

I've seen it for almost three 
decades now. When I was in 
elementary school I saw it 
when Jason Stevenson died 
after being struck while rid- 
ing his bicycle during the 
Fourth of July festivities. 
When I got older and started 
to work here at the Town 
Crier, there was the Joe 
Bamberg Day, then came the 
passing of Kara Irying and

adults whose lives were taken 
too soon. 

Once again the great people 
of this town were back at it on 
Sunday morning. The sixth 
annual Wilmington Road 
Race was held in front of the 
WCTV building on Middlesex 
Ave, and this time nearly 600 
people were on hand to help 
raise money in honor of Kelli 
Murray — the wife of Joe, and 
mother of five young children 
— who tragically passed away 
in late June. 

Joe and Kelli were together 
for the previous 24 years, and 
married for the past 16 years. 
Joe runs his own business, 
and Kelli became a medical 
coder for MRSI, and between 
all of that, they raised five 
children - four girls and one 
boy ages five through 13.

says Joe, and since that hor- 
rible night of June 25th, 
everything is totally differ- 
ent. 

“It’s been real hard,” said 
Joe. “But I've been getting a 
lot of support from my family 
- both mine and Kelli’s.” 

No one can possibly imag- 
ine just ‘how hard’ it’s been 
for Joe and his entire family. 
Just comprehending it all is 
too much for anyone to fath- 
om. Think about it. Six 
months ago Joe was with his 
beautiful wife and children 
enjoying family get-togethers, 
and today he is without the 
love of his life and his chil- 
dren are without their moth- 
er. 

Yet despite all of that, Joe 
Murray knows that each day 
he has to somehow put one 
foot in front of the other, all 
the while trying to cope with 
the biggest loss of his life. 

“It's overwhelming,” he 
said. “I found out that I didn’t 
work hard. I didn’t work hard 
at all. Kelli worked a lot hard- 
er than me.” 

On Sunday, hundreds of peo- 
ple went to work to help this 
family out - whether they ran 
five kilometers, 13 miles or 
walked the route, or whether 
they were among the count- 
less numbers of volunteers — 
in honor of Kelli. Nearly six 
hundred people took part in 
the two road races to help 
raise several thousand dollars 
on behalf of two different 
scholarships ii Kells hime. 

Among the 600 people were 
many family members and 
friends, who held signs and 
pictures of Kelli, some who 
yelled out her name and 
those who spoke on her 
behalf. One of the many run- 
ners, Kenny Albert, said he 
didn’t even know the Murray 
family but took part in the 
event along with his son 
because they wanted to help 
out 

That’s what Wilmington is 
all about. Special people tak- 
ing care of other special peo- 
ple who need a hand through 
tough times. God Bless to the 
entire Murray Family 
here’s hoping Sunday's event 
took the pain away for a few 
seconds, minutes or hours.

Ten years ago Brittany 
Sauser was playing basket- 
ball and volleyball, and 
never heard of Wilmington, 
Mass.

“The race itself was awe- 
some as it a great course,” 
said Fitzgerald, who has been 
running on the team for two 
years, “I enjoyed running the 
entire route.”

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Coached State Championship tag at WA 
Scanlon and Bruce to 
enter Hall of Fame

They have won over 400 
games together, but one 
stands out more than the rest. 
And for longtime pals Steve 
Scanlon and Chip Bruce, the 
two of them will be honored 
for that one victory from that 
one magical season come 
Saturday night. 

Back in 1992, Scanlon and 
Bruce were in their third sea- 
sons as the coaches of the 
Westford Academy Boys 
Soccer team. Scanlon had 
coached two seasons at 
Methuen High School before 
getting the head coach's job 
at WA, and he asked Bruce to 
become his assistant for the 
1990 season, Three years 
later, the duo guided the Grey 
Ghosts’ to their first and only 
state championship season 
with a dramatic double over- 
time 2-1 win over Quabbin 
Regional capturing the 1992 
Division 2 state title. 

This Saturday the two of 
them along with the entire 
1992 roster will be inducted 
into the Westford Academy 
High School Hall of Fame. 

“Yes we are excited,” said 
Scanlon. “Everybody is 
going and yeah it’s quite a 
thing. It’s quite an accom- 
plishment and the kids are 
thrilled. It'll be great to see 
everybody.” 

Scanlon coached Westford 
through the 1997 season 
before he resigned, and he 
ended up taking over the 
WHS program after the pass- 
ing of his father before the 
2001 season. Bruce came onto 
the WHS scene before the 
1997 season, becoming Dick 
Scanlon’s assistant, and that 
team ironically went all the 
way to the Division 3 State 
Championship game before 
losing to Gateway Regional, 
1-0. 

Before the two of them even- 
tually came to WHS to coach 
two sports (including ice 
hockey), Scanlon and Bruce 
left their incredible marks at 
Westford Academy most 
notably the magical 1992 club 
which finished 19-0-5 includ- 
ing bringing home every 
piece of hardware from the 
Dual County League 
Championship, to Division 2 
North and Eastern Mass 
Championships, and of course 
to the Division 2 state cham- 
pionship title. 

“I really had a great rela- 
tionship with these guys so I 
am looking forward to seeing 
many of them,” said Bruce. “I 
have been in contact with a 
lot of them and have had the

from Jones the current boys 
soccer coach at Malden 
Catholic and Mike Parato the 
head coach at Chelmsford 
High School. Both. wanting 
their former coach ‘to aid 
their sides on the field. 

“These guys are pretty spe- 
cial to me,” said Bruce. “I 
was given the honor of pre- 
senting Kevin Jones to the 
Hall of Fame when he was 
inducted as an individual. 
When he asked me I was 
floored! It really says some- 
thing about the relationships 
you develop as a coach.” 

Both Scanlon and Bruce 
were in their early 30s back 
when they took over the 
reigns at Westford. After the 
first season of 1990, the team 
advanced to the Division 2 
Central Mass final in 1991, 
losing to eventual state final- 
ist Marlboro. A year later, 
many members of that team 
returned, and the entire 
group made school history. 

“We were young coaches 
and they were young players 
and we were new to Eastern 
Mass after playing two years 
in Central Mass, and‘no one 
really knew who we were and 
I think we snuck up on some 
teams,” said Scanlon. “We 
also played in that great 
league.” 

Westford finished the regu- 
lar season with a .13-0-5 
record, and that ¢ertainly 
didn’t come easy. Prior to the 
start of the season, veteran 
goalkeeper Aaron Ryder was 
lost for the season with a leg 
injury, “and Ray St. Martin 
stepped in “and helped guide 
the team to the unbeaten sea- 
son. 

Westford won several early 
round state tournament 
games including beating 
Burlington 1-0 in the sectional 
final, before meeting up with 
Needham in the Eastern 
Mass final. Then head coach 
Don Brock was ready to

“We had a very good team 
but luck was on our side,” 
said Scanlon. “There were 
times in the tournament 
when we should have been 
beaten. I remember this dri- 
ving rain storm and we were 
losing 2-1 to Lincoln-Sudbury 
and time was expiring. Our 
stopper-back was getting the 
ball and I mean (the rain) 
was coming down and he 
labels a shot to the far corner 
and it catches the back of the 
net with like 16 seconds left in 
the game. Things happened 
like that for us. 

“We got down in one (regu- 
lar season) game 3-0 and 
came back and tied it up. The 
kids were good players - they 
never died, they always felt 
like they were in the game 
and we had a lot of great 
state tournament games too.” 

But with a talented roster, 
one thing that can happen is 
too much confidence, or play- 
ers wanting more pieces to 
the pie. 

“This team was amazingly 
confident,” said Bruce. 
“They told me as sophomores 
that they would win the state 
championship. One day in 
the preseason (of the 1992 
season) they snoozed through 
a scrimmage and Steve told 
me he was going to rip them 
at practice and he told me he 
wanted me to give them an 
earful too. So Steve got into 
them pretty good about the 
lazy play and the inflated 
egos. I gave them the same 

and told them I was 
disappointed in them. Then I 
told them that they better get

tough league and don't think 
you're going through this 
league unbeaten. Well, at the 
end of practice I was 
informed by some of the boys 
that they would and guess 
what, 13-0-5 sounds unbeaten 
(to me).” 

Bruce said that throughout 

the wild ride — and through- 
out every other coaching sea- 
son aside Scanlon — his role 
never changed. 
“I support the head coach 
and reinforce his message,” 
said Bruce. “Then I find a 
way to bond with the team 
and support them as well. As 
far as style, it was always the 
same — I consider myself 
intense and fair and in tune to 
what the players need.” 

And what the team needed 
back in November of 1992 was 
one more victory coming 
against a very good Quabbin 
Regional team. The two 
teams squared off at WPI, 
and Parato scored the game's 
first goal giving the Grey 
Ghosts a 1-0 lead. Quabbin 
later tied the game, sending it 
to not only one overtime peri- 
od but two. Then with eight 
minutes to go in the second 
overtime, Paul Davison 
nailed home the game win- 
ner, 

“At the time we never real- 
ized what we did. Everybody 
was younger,” said Scanlon. 
“We knew we were going to be 
good but we didn’t know what 
we were getting ourselves 
into when we shifted leagues. 
We knew we were good for 
Central Mass but one thing 
we did realize was Central 
Mass was good - there were a 
lot of great teams out there. 
Our team from the 1991 sea- 
son was just as good (as ‘92) 
and we went to the Central 
Mass final and lost to

Since that 1992 season and 
eventually leaving WA after 
the 1997 season, Scanlon 
became the head varsity soc- 
cer coach at WHS in 2001 and 
before this season had a 
career record of 118-5425, 
which included last year’s 
unbeaten season and trip to 
the Division 2 North Final 
where the Wildcats were 
defeated by Concord-Carlisle, 
the arch rival of Westford 
Academy playing out of that 
tough Dual County League 
conference. 

Bruce meanwhile served as 
the assistant coach under 
Dick Scanlon for three years 
(and then from 2001 to ‘08 
with Steve), including the ‘97 
team that reached the state 
final, and as part of the ‘98 
team that lost in the Division 
3 Eastern Mass final. Bruce 
was a part of three teams 
from two different schools 
during a span of seven years 
that won a state title, lost in 
the state final and lost in the 
Eastern Mass final. 

“Yes I think of that alot,” he 
said about getting to the state 
final for the second time with 
Wilmington five years later. 
“It would have been so spe- 
cial for so many reasons. It 
was my first year coaching 
soccer at WHS and when 
things started to roll along 
through the tournament I 
started thinking how cool it 
would be to win one here. My 
first thought was of how 
much Dick deserved to reach 
the that plateau. He was one 
of my inspirations as a coach. 
I was impressed with his abil- 
ity to get the most out of his

He is 
a student of the games he 
coaches and is always looking 
at new things. Steve is an 
excellent coach and a great 
friend and I'm happy for him. 
This particular team was gift- 
ed and they gave Steve a 
chance to be creative. He 
was able to be very cerebral , 
with this team and he man- 
aged the talent and egos 
great.”

The Shawsheen Tech volley-

Among other provisions, the law bans send- 
ing, typing or reading electronic messages to or from handheld 
devices while operating a motor vehicle. 

This includes use of the internet and text messaging. The 
law bans all handheld electronic devices by junior operators 
while behind the wheel (including making telephone calls) 
Local police are expected to begin enforcement of this law, 
which prohibits activities that studies have shown to negative- 
ly impact driving ability as much as driving while impaired by 
alcohol, though police departments in the Middlesex East area, 
as well as throughout the rest of the state, have not received 
any special training to prepare for the new law. 

‘The legislation makes Massachusetts the 29th state to ban 
texting behind the wheel for all drivers and any cell phone use 
for those under 18. 

The texting ban covers writing and reading e-mail, Internet 
searching, and other non-calling activity on a phone, laptop, or 
handheld electronic device by anyone operating a motor vehi- 
cle, 

It also applies to drivers waiting at traffic lights and stop 
signs, Texting and talking for those under 18 will be allowed 
only in an emergency or when a car is pulled over and parked. 
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Local police chiefs report that they haven't receive any spe- 
cial instructions from the state regarding enforcement tech- 
niques for the new law. 

“There haven't been any special training sessions,” said 
Reading Police Chief James Cormier. “Everyone is aware it is 
coming, but no best practices have been circulated to depart- 
ments on how to enforce it.” 

The prohibited activities will be considered primary offens- 
es, which means police will not need another reason to stop a 
car and ticket the driver (unlike the seatbelt law). 

Violations will result in a $100 fine, and drivers under age 18 
will also have their licenses suspended for 60 days and be 
required to complete a course to change their behavior. 

Just as drivers will need some time to adjust to the new reg- 
ulations, so will police officers looking to enforce the law. 

“It will be a challenge,” said Cormier. “Right away I’ can 
think of one issue - how does an officer distinguish between 
whether someone is sending a text message, or dialing a num- 
ber on their phone? Things like that are what we will figure out 
as we go along. I expect, maybe a month or two after this takes 
effect, that maybe then there will be some best practices infor- 
mation circulated regarding this.” 
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The dangers and consequences of distracted driving, of 
which texting behind the wheel is a major part of, have 
been in the news a lot the last few weeks. 

U.S. Transportation Secretary Ray LaHood announced 
last week that distracted driving-related crashes claimed 
5,474 lives and led to 448,000 traffic injuries across the U.S. 
in 2009. 

There are three main types of distraction: 

Visual — taking your eyes off the road 

Manual — taking your hands off the wheel 

Cognitive — taking your mind off what you're doing 

Distracted driving is any non-driving activity a person 
engages in that has the potential to distract him or her from 
the primary task of driving and increase the risk of crashing. 

While all distractions can endanger drivers’ safety, texting 
is the most alarming because it involves all three types of dis- 
traction. 

Other distracting activities include: 


Using a cell phone 

Eating and drinking 

Talking to passengers 

Grooming 

Reading including maps 

Using a PDA or navigation system 

Watching a video 

Changing the radio station, CD, or Mp3 player. 


According to National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration (NHTSA) research, distraction-related fatali- 
ties represented 16 percent of overall traffic fatalities in 2009 
the same percentage as in 2008. 

In an op-ed for the Orlando Sentinel, Secretary LaHood 
revealed the latest statistics, but cautioned that researchers 
believe the epidemic of distracted driving is likely far greater 
than currently known. Police reports in many states still do not 
routinely document whether distraction was a factor in vehicle 
crashes, making it more difficult to know the full extent of the 
problem. 

“These numbers show that distracted driving remains an 
epidemic in America, and they are just the tip of the iceberg,” 
said Secretary LaHood. “I’m convehing our second Distracted 
Driving Summit in the hopes that we can continue to draw 
attention to the dangers of distracted driving and work togeth- 
er to save lives.” 

The NHTSA study found that the proportion of fatalities 
associated with driver distraction increased from 10 percent to 
16 percent between 2005 and 2009. This news comes as overall

Greed is still good - in 
fact, now it’s legal, as 
Gordon Gekko points out in 
“Wall Street: Money Never 
Sleeps”, the latest film by 
director Oliver Stone and a 
sequel to his 1987 hit ‘Wall 
Street’. 

Michael Douglas reprises 
his Oscar-winning..role as 
Gekko}..and. Shia LaBeouf 
plays Jake Moore in Wall 
Street: Money Never Sleeps. 

The director sets the sto- 
ryline in the summer of 
2008, when worldwide finan- 
cial markets were headed 
towards a meltdown. Follow 
that up with reports of Wall 
Street hedge fund managers 
giving themselves big 
bonuses while their compa- 
nies and clients struggle 
financially, and you have a 
world all too easy for Gekko 
to return to after spending 
the last eight years in 
prison. 

LaBeouf (who is very 
good here) plays Jake 
Moore, a young Wall Street 
trader who seeks revenge 
when his company goes 
under and his teacher and 
friend (Frank Langella) 
commits suicide. Jake 
traces the rumors that 
caused both events to occur 
to Bretton James (played by 
Josh Brolin), who provided 
information to help bring 
down Gekko years earlier. 

Further plot develop- 
ments play out more or less 
the way one would expect, 
though romantic twists 
include Moore’s engage- 
ment to Gekko’s daughter 
Winnie (Carey Mulligan), 
but there are a few more 
surprises in store in the 
third act, some of which 
stretch the level of believ- 
ability to the limit.

“THE TOWN” 
GRADE: **** 


‘The Town’ refers to 
Charlestown, a Boston 
neighborhood known for 
Irish gangs crime, and 
Hollywood) film crews - the 
latest headed up by one of 
the city’s own, Ben Affleck, 
making his . sophomore 
effort behind the camera. 

Ben Affleck stars as 
Doug MacRay and Jeremy 
Renner plays James “Jem” 
Coughlin. Affleck also 
directed and co-wrote the 
film, working from Chuck 
Hogan’s novel Prince of 
Thieves. 

At its core, The Town is a 
heist film with some 
romance thrown in. It 
includes three robberies, 
which shows the desperate 
(or is it greedy?) nature of 
these characters, that they 
would even try three such 
robberies all in a row. 

In the first heist, the 
gang of four nab bank man- 
ager Claire Keesey 
(Rebecca Hall) but then 
release her soon after. The 
gang, headed by Doug 
(Affleck) and Jem 
(Renner), discover she lives 
nearby. Under the guise of 
recon work to find out if she 
revealed anything impor- 
tant to the FBI, Doug initi- 
ates contact with her, 
which, before long, turns 
romantic. 

From there, Doug and 
Claire become more and 
more involved in a relation- 
ships, while he continues to 
rob banks, though with less 
and less enthusiasm than 
prior to meeting her. 

The crew has the FBI 
closing in, led by dogged 
agent Adam Frawley (Jon 
Hamm). 


Gekko’s back! 


But I think the scene in the 
park is where the film’s true 
heart lies. This is less the 
story of a man who kills for 
a living, than what that life 
has extracted from his soul. 

Clooney plays Jack (but 
sometimes he is called 
Edward, sometimes Mr. 
Butterfly) is a man of preci- 
sion who keeps his emotions 
locked up tight. He works at 
his profession in a cold and 
calculating manner - on dis- 
play in no better way than it 
is in the first mission we see 
Jack on in Sweden. His lack 
of feeling is almost scary. 

One of the best scenes in 
the movie, which involve¢ 
no action at all, focuses on 
Jack and a close friend, a 
priest, walking through an 
Italian park talking about 
sin. 

The priest asks the man 
if he would like to confess. 
Jack says he has good rea- 
sons for everything he’s 
done, and reverses the situa- 
tion by pressing the priest 
about his own shortcomings. 

It’s a great scene, and 
allows Clooney to show his 
ability as an actor - he 
spends much of the rest of 
and tightening his jaw. He is 
clearly a man who has 
grown afraid of attachment. 

An old friend tells him 
“Don’t make any friends, 
Jack, you used to bed 
that.” 

Of course, he oes - he 
starts to get a little too close 
to a prositute he 
Clara, (Violante Placido), 


right. 

The film has terrific per- 
formances, more humor 
than you would expect in 
this type of film, a few gen- 
uine scares - and a terrible 
ending, one that all-too-eas- 
ily and nicely wraps things 
up in a neat little bow before 
the credits roll. It doesn't 
negate the good things that 
have gone before, but it 


comes from a long line of 
preachers but is more of a 
showman than anything 
else. The movie does a good 
job of setting up Marcus’ 
story, so well that you actu- 
ally end up feeling for him,

‘SMALL BYLAW CHANGES 
PROPOSED, WINCHESTER 

So, no problems, right? 

“Looking forward to fall 
Town Meeting”(usually held 
on the first Monday in 
November, according to the 
League of Women Voters web- 
site), “the Planning Board 
plans on sponsoring or sup- 
porting a few articles and, in 
the process, helping flood vic- 
tims,” notes the Winchester 
edition of the “Daily Times 
Chronicle.” 

“Town Engineer Beth 
Rudolph spoke with the board 
about a modification of the 
floodplain bylaw that would 
assist some residents in 
applying for hazard-mitiga- 
tion grant opportunities 
offered through FEMA. 

“Earlier this month, the 
Town held a public informa- 
tion session for residents in 
areas impacted by flooding 
(in the Brookside Avenue and 
Manchester Road sections of 
town) to discuss grant oppor- 
tunities through which resi- 
dents may apply through the 
town for grants to assist with 
structural retrofits to their 
homes to minimize the risk of 
future flood damages. One 
possible retrofit is structural 
elevation 

“One issue that arose is 
how the elevation of struc- 


tures would be impacted by 
the building height require- 
ments. The definition of 
‘height of a building’ in the 
Zoning Bylaw is ‘the vertical 
distance measured from the 
main grade of the existing 
ground level adjoining build- 
ing at each exterior wall to 
the highest point of the roof’ 

Rudolph reported that a 
state flood hazard mitigation 
officer had noted that several 
other communities in 
Massachusetts had adopted 
changes to their zoning 
bylaws to allow residents in 
the 100-year floodplain to 
measure their building height 
from the 100-year flood eleva- 
tion rather than the ground 
surface. 

“Rudolph told the Board 
that she and the Building 
Commissioner both recom- 
mend such a change for 
Winchester. She urged moving 
forward this fall since the 
grant deadline is Nov. 1 and 
residents need to get their 
projects submitted to her, 
although there will be no 
money available until next 
summer ....”

New project lays 
cornerstone for 
revitalized center 


By JAYNE W. MILLER 


WILMINGTON - What 
years ago was a unique retail 
offering of hardware and 
liquor sales will soon be the 
cornerstone of a revitalized 
town center as a new mixed- 
use building comes to fruition. 

Six years ago Northeastern 
Development obtained per- 
mits on a project destined for 
the former Church Street 
Hardware location at the junc- 
tion of Route 38 and Route 62. 
Today that project is just get- 
ting off the ground. Joe 
Langone of Northeast 
Development spoke to the 
Crier this week about the 

The building will include 
eight apartments, all one-bed- 
room and 900 square feet, and 
four storefronts. Storage areas 
will also be incorporated into 
the rear of the design. From 
the street the building will be 
two and a half stories though 
it will be four stories from the 
rear due to the sloping lot. 

“There's a need for it,” said 
Langone, adding that in order 
to achieve success with a 
Center Business District the 
town needs to have people liv- 
ing in the center, creating foot 
traffic. The addition of public 
transportation across the 
street with the Wilmington 
Commuter Rail stop just 
makes the concept work even 
better. 

Ultimately the site lends 
itself to a mixed-use applica- 
tion due to its proximity to 
transportation, some schools, 
and local small businesses. 
Langone and others hope that 
this project will lead to a revi- 
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talized town center, envi- 
sioned by town meeting five 
years ago when the Center 
Business District was passed. 


The project is under con- 
struction at this time with 
crews preparing to pour the 


foundation. Langone esti- 
mates that the project will be 
complete in the 


August/September 2011 time 
frame. 


Langone does not know 
exactly what businesses will 
choose to locate in the new 
space but adds that his group 
has not yet begun to market 
the project. 

So, why the six year lag 
between permitting and con- 
struction? Simple really, 
according to Langone. Six 
years ago his organization 
could not keep up with the 
demand for new homes, so 
commercial projects - was 
placed on the backburner. 
Today, the tables have turned 
with slow growth in residen- 
tial development, making it a 
good time to tackle commer- 
cial projects.

traffic fatalities fell in 2009 to their lowest levels since 1950. 

According to NHTSA data, the age group with the greatest 
proportion of distracted drivers was the under-20 age group. 
Sixteen percent of all under-20 drivers involved in a fatal crash 
were reported to have been distracted: while driving. Of those 
drivers involved in fatal crashes who were reportedly distract- 
ed, the 30-39 year old group had the highest proportion of cell 
phone involvement.

Arecent report calls into question whether texting bans help 
prevent accidents. 

Researchers at the Highway Loss Data Institute compared 
rates of collision insurance claims in four states (California, 
Louisiana, Minnesota and Washington) before and after they 
enacted texting bans. Crash rates rose in three of the states 
after bans were enacted. 

The Highway Loss group presents the theory that drivers try 
to evade police by lowering their phones when texting, increas- 
ing the risk by taking their eyes even further from the road and 
for a longer time. 

System (NASS) General Estimates System (GES) show 
that: 

In 2008, there were a total of 34,017 fatal crashes in which 
37,261 individuals were killed. 

In 2008, 5,870 people were killed in crashes involving driver 
distraction (16% of total fatalities). 

The proportion of drivers reportedly distracted at the time 
of the fatal crashes has increased from 8 percent in 2004 to 11 
percent in 2008. 

The under-20 age group had the highest proportion of dis- 
tracted drivers involved in fatal crashes (16%). The age group 
with the next greatest proportion of distracted drivers was the 
20- to-29-year-old age group (12%). 

The percentage of young drivers texting or using other 
hand-held electronic devices has increased from 2007, accord- 
ing to the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration's 
2008 nationwide survey, which provides the only nationwide 
probability-based observed data on driver electronic device use 
in the United States. 

The survey shows that the hand-held cell phone use rate in 
2008 translates into 812,000 vehicles being driven by someone 
using a hand-held cell phone at any given moment during day- 
light hours. It also translates into an estimated 11 percent of all 
vehicles that had drivers who were using some type of phone 
(hand-held or hands-free). 

Nationwide, those drivers observed visibly manipulating 
hand-held electronic devices increased from 0.7 percent to 1.0 
percent. 

Some 1.7 percent of drivers 16 to 24 years old were observed 
visibly manipulating hand-held electronic devices, up from 1.0 
percent the previous year. 

More drivers in Western States were observed manipulating 
hand-held electronic devices (2.1%) than in the other regions of 
the country (from 0.4% in the Northeast to 0.8% in the 
Midwest). 

The use of hand-held devices increased the most in the West, 
from 0.6 percent in 2007 to 2.1 percent in 2008. 

The observed use rate of hand-held electronic devices was 
higher among females (1.2%) than among males (0.8%). 

“We are taking action on a number of fronts to address the 
epidemic of distracted driving in America,” said Secretary 
LaHood. “With the help of the experts, policymakers, and safe- 
ty advocates we've assembled here, we are going to do every- 
thing we can to put an end to distracted driving and save lives.”
